North Yarmouth , and come from Strangford in Ireland, laden with 
wood, and bound for Milford in Wales, to deliver there: And in- 
quiring what newes , the Maſter told mee that hee met with Captaine 
Jordan, in the Expedition, who had taken a Hamburger, burthen 
about three hundred Tuas,ef force, ſixteene Gunoes, being laden with 
Salt and other proviſions, ſhe came from Rochell in France, andwas 
bound for the reliefe of the Rebells, and was taken before Sr. Davids 
head on the Coaſt of Wales, the Maſter further informed me, that he did 
beleeve Captain Jordan was gon for Milford, and I having a great deſite to 
meet with C aptain Jordan, 1 in for that Harbour, not knowing how 
he might be engaged, and in caſe l found himnot there, then to:defire the 
Gentlemen ofthat County to ſend Heu and Cry 4 4-C am divers 
— wh6 Captain Jordan had forced on Sheare befor 
of the prize, and when I came before the Harbours mouth, a Fiſherman 
came on board of me, who told me that in Milford chere were two ſhips, 
men of War, the one was the fellowſhip of Btiſtoll, burthen about foure 
bundred Tunnes, of force, 24 Gunnes, having in her Foure Captains, viz. 
Captain Barnaby Burley, Captain Brooks , Cipeain William Hayle , and. 
Captain Banifter , the other wasthe Hart Friggot , wherein commanded 
Captain Richard Neſſon , the faid Captains had ſummoned aboard the 
Fellowfhip all the Gentry in thoſe parts, and certified that the King bad 
taſten Briftoll, and that all the Kingdom did now repaire unto his Maie- 
Rie to ſeek for his gracious pardon, and thatthe — — forces were 
all overthrown,and that His Maicftie would ſuddenly march for London, 
all Kent being now in armes to aſſiſt the King,Chattom and Rochell were 
alſo ta ken, therefore they would adviſe that County preſently to preſent a 
Petition to His Maieſt ie, in tender of their ſervice unto him, and alfo to 
raiſe ſuch a conſiderable ſum of money, as they in their wiſdom ſhould

cytceive meet to comply with His Maieſties oeciſions, and ſo come aboard 
them and they wouid preſent them to His Majeſtie, but in caſe they ſhould

both he and his confedetates appeared unto me to be Pyrats, and Sea- 
Rovers, in that they had taken and rifled a double Shallop that belonged 
to his Majefties Fleet, now on the coaſt of Ireland, having five ſmallGuns 
in wy pn ſaid Captain replyed, They had a Commiſſion for what th 
had done,under the hand of Sir John Peringron, and that Captain Hay

And it the interim of this diſcourſe, the Swallow was come to Anchor 
on her broad ſide, and then Captain Brooks defired me to cettiſie fo tnuch 
in writing to Captain Burky ; and while I went intothe Cabine to write;

a ſhoare; and being informed thereof bythe Maſter, we came but, and 1
